Latitude, 40° 41’; Longitude, 74° 10’ west from Greenwich. Three miles 
above Newark Bay; eight miles west from New York. Area 23.40 square miles, 
of which 6.5 square miles are tide water lands. Five hundred acres have been 
reclaimed by the City on which wharves, docks and railway terminals are 
being developed for factory and warehousing uses.

any wires or the radio apparatus that.

dance is held to be vacated whenever 
in his judgment any provision of this 
ordinance is being violated therein or 
whenever any indecent act shall be 
permitted or whenever any disorder 
shall take place therein. 


Section 6: The license of any pub- 
lic dance hall may be suspended or 
revoked. at any time for cause, and 
such license when so suspended or re- 
voked shall not be re-issued until at 
least six months shall have elapsed. 


Section 7: No license shall be issued 
or renewed unless the applicant there- 
for shall be a citizen of the United 
. States and a person of ‘good moral 

character, and a resident of the City 
of Newark for at least one year prior 
to the date of issuance of said li- 
cense. 


Section 8: No person, persons, so- 
ciety, club or organization shall rent, 
hire or occupy any public dance hall 
for a public dance without having first 
obtained from the Chief of Police a 
permit therefor. 


Section 9: It shall be unlawful to 
permit any dancing in a public dance 
hall, as herein defined, until such pub- 
lic dance hall shall first have been 
duly licensed for such purpose, which

$25 nor more than $100 or suffer im- 
prisonment in the county jail for a 
term not exceeding 10 days or both, in 
the discretion of the magistrate im- 
posing the same.
